Edward H. James, editor 
of the Liberator, arrived today from Lisbon, 
and { intimated that he will continue the fight. 


Attacks on Royal Family. 

The sale of the Liberator was suppressed 
in London because of the story about King 
George and Edward F. Myitus, an employé 
of the publication, was arrested and taken 
before a judge of the high court end re- 
manded, The proceedings were secret. The 
exact charges against Mylius. were not di- 
vulged, but it is said he was with 
the sale and distribution of the Liberator. 

James today said that he is going to Eng- 
land to take up the cause of Myitus, who, 
he says, wes merely the distributor of the 
Liberator. 


Sale Suppressed in London. 

A dispatch from London saye the police 
for some time heve been watching for an 
opportunity to lay those responsible for the 
issue of the Liberator by the heels on 
account of scandalous and seditious attacks 
upon the royal family. 

It was in the November issue that the 
article appeared declaring that King George 
was married at Malta in 1890 to the daugh- 
ter of a British admiral. 

This was followed by a statement signed 
by Edward F. Mylius, indorsing the at- 
tack upon the king and suggesting that 
“the only way he can be dealt with in 
this country is by a revolution. ”

So much advice of different kinds hus 
been bestowed on the farmers that it is 
fitting the manufacturers should have 
some, especially when, as in this instance, 
it appears to be good. Some shippers got 
‘Mr. Brandeis to point out to the inter- 
state commerce commission and the rail- 
roads the great saving the latter could 
make through the adoption of scientific 
management. American Industries says 
the manufacturers of the coutitry must 
adopt it or they will suffer. They are 
guilty with hardly an exception, it says, 
of criminal waste of time, waste in ma- 
chine installation, in the utilization of light 
and in floor arrangements — all meaning 
an increase in costs. 

Even if the industrial plants had all 
they could do and weré making large 
profits, their managers should have suf- 
ficient sagacity to cut out. waste. That 
would swell profits and the fat years 
would then provide amply for the lean 
ones. It {is estimajéd that at present 
only 3 per cent of American plants util- 
ize scientific systems of management. So 
there is aihple ftoomi for reform in this 
particular . 

The other bit of advice given by Amer- 
ican Industries is “ strict conservatiem of 
output.” It finds the ¢Ghief cause for 
present tnsatisfactory conditions in the 
American tendency to go ahead too fast. 
Bo it bids the manufacturers “go slow.” 
There has been overproduction./ Many !n- 
dustries have expanded too much. There 
has been extravagant plant construction.
